W ELL, my dear young friend, let us, if you like, resume our lessons 
Nf on Domestic Economy. I was telling you, the other day, about 

the different seasons in the househdld calendar, and gave you a 
sopais of the symptoms and effects of the cleaning season. Now I will 
dal with another, the bonnet season, a period during which the patient 
requires the most cautious treatment, in order to prevent her from going 
right off her chump. It is impossible to fix the advent of this season with 
wy accuracy, but you may take it as a general rule that, if the weather 
isatall fine in the beginning of May, the bonnet season is approaching. 
The premonitory symptoms are curious and interesting in the highest 
degree, Instead of raging round the place like a caged lioness, as she 
does just before the cleaning season, the patient becomes more than 
wnally subdued and meek, and for days, often for two weeks together, she 
vil abstain from calling you an old fool, except under the greatest 
povocation.

(ne morning, to give an instance, I ask some trifling question, and instead 
d the usual answer, ‘‘ yes” or “no,” or “I do wish you wouldn’t 
bother,” I get a docile reply of ‘“‘ yes, dear.” The next day the affection 
increases, and answers to my questions are prefaced by “ yes, dearest.” 
Then we gat on to ‘yes, love,’’ then to “dear old duck,” then to 
“good-natured old darling,” and finally, I become “an old love of a 
husband.” This denotes that the season—or disease—has nearly 
itained its crisis, and prepares me for the next scene, which is not 
lng in being put on the stage. As we sit together at supper, 
oe evening, my wife begins to remark that the new bonnet 
which Mrs. Brown had yesterday makes her look a perfect fright, 
ind that as for Miss Smith’s head-gear it is simply vulgar. The mention 
Miss Smith naturally calls to the patient’s memory the fact that Mrs. 
Jones also has got a new bonnet, which, being made by Madame Chose, 
the celebrated French milliner, is necessarily a ‘‘ perfect love,” and *‘ 80 
cheap” —only thirty-eight shillings. All this time I sit perfectly silent, 
ai, taking this for consent to her propositions, my wife goes on to 
wmark that it is now quite three months since she had a new bonnet, 
ud inquires whether I don’t think that she’s an ‘‘ economical little wifey.”’ 
keing obliged to make some reply, I immediately answer in a somewhat 
mil tone, ‘Not particularly,” which damps her spirits a good deal, 
ui sends her into a fit of abstraction for about five minutes. Now it is 
ay tarn, so I begin to inveigh in no measured terms about the prevalent 
atravagance of the day, mentioning Mrs. Jones as a particular example 
dvasteful folly. Then I go on to draw comparisons between the present 
lays and those of a quarter of a century ago, very much to the advantage 
tthe latter, and show how my mother had to be content with one bonnet 
‘year, which was bought in the summer at seven-and-sixpence, and

Now, my wife, who knows perfectly well that all this means nothing, is 
til powerfully affected by it. Yours will probably go into hysterics the first 
me you try it on with her, but so much the better, because, unless you 
‘“e in completely, as I expect you will, this course of conduct will save 
Wat least fifteen shillings every time you are asked for a new bonnet, 





which will be at least four times a year. However, as I was saying, even 
my experienced wife is affected by my sombre vaticinations, and after a long 
pause she timidly asks whether I would like to see her go out worse 
dressed than her neighbours. To this I reply ‘‘ Certainly, why not wear out 
your old clothes?’’ The probability is, that she will then give it up as a 
bad job for that evening, and resolve to wait another opportunity. Perhaps, 
however, she may think that the Rubicon had better be passed at once, 
and therefore asks in the firmest, but at same time most seductive, tone 
she can command, ‘How much I really intend to give her for a new 
bonnet?” Now I know, of course, that nothing would content her if it 
cost less than Mrs. Jones had paid—thirty-eight shillings—so I reply, 
‘“* Well, I didn’t intend to give you anything, but I don’t mind fifteen or 
twenty shillings, though that would be really ten shillings too much.’ At 
this moment you reach the most critical time of the whole disease, the 
turning point on which hangs the patient’s sanity for two months to come. 
But in any event you must not recede—just now, at least—an inch from 
the position you have taken up. Better that a wife should become insane 
than that a husband should spend thirty-eight shillings on a bonnet for 
her. The best thing, therefore, is to reiterate your offer with a stamp of 
the foot, and then put on your hat and take a stroll over to the club. 
When you come back the patient will probably have cried herself into a 
humble frame of mind, and this will be an appropriate time to read her a 
homily on the sin of extravagance, clinching your argument by asking her 
what the ladies and gentlemen who attended the Domestic Economy 
Conversazione at the Town Hall, last week, would have thought and said 
about her if they had known she wanted to spend so much of her 
husband’s substance in mere finery, while they all the time were giving 
practical illustration of the beauty of economy in domestic and other 
matters. Finally, you may, with an air of unbounded generosity, 
throw a sovereign on the table, and afterwards add half-a-crown to 
it, which you must give her to understand is all she will get 
for her bonnet. And do not think, my dear young friend, that 
the patient will really go and spend all the money on the bonnet, 
When she finds that twenty-two and sixpence is really all she can 
screw out of you, she will think about the best means of laying out 
the money, and will most certainly succeed in getting a better bonnet 
for fifteen shillings than Mrs. Jones had for her thirty-eight, and, besides, 
have seven-and-six over to buy other things. Now, I don’t expect you 
will be able to manage Angy in this manner. You're too much of a 
woman yourself to be able to manage another woman, and, no doubt, if 
she asks for thirty-eight shillings for a bonnet when the season comes on 
you will not be able to refuse her. All I can do is to give you good 
advice, and hope, nay entreat you, for your own sake and hers as well, to 
cultivate a little more of the lion, and try to look a little less like a sheep. 
One thing I can assure you, and that is that people with just a hundred 
a year, like you, will find it rather difficult to spend seven or eight pounds 
a year on their wives’ bonnets ; and I would strongly recommend you to 
let Angelina know at once that one bonnet in the summer, “ done up” for 
the winter, is all she has to expect, and all she will get. The next 
important season is that in which the patient requires a new dress. It 
does not differ essentially in its principal features from the bonnet season, 
and I therefore need not deal with it in detail. Only I must warn you 
that the disease in this case is very much more severe, and requires very 
firm and uncompromising treatment, or it will certainly involve you in a 
terrific expense. And now I will leave you to try—if you dare—the 
effect of my precepts upon Angelina, and next.time I come I will give you 
much important information on the way to deal with patients when, what 
I may call, the “ want-to-go-to-the-seaside season’ arrives.

SOCIAL AMENITIES AT LLANDUDNO. 


(BY FIGARO JUNIOR.) 


t HERE is, perhaps, no better place for studying human nature in some 
& of ifs meaner aspects than a fashionable seaside resort in the height 

of the season. Life at one of these towns is with most people a con- 
stant struggle to appear what they are not. The poor try to instil into 
others the idea that they are in reality very rich; the well-to-do are anxious 
tohave it thought that they are millionaires, and the very rich are inclined 
to encourage a notion that they are at least foreign princes or princesses, 
travelling incognito for the benefit of their health. But, after all, it is 
perhaps of no use railing at human stupidity, which must in the majority 
of instances be accepted as a solemn fact, and generally acquiesced in. I 
wil, therefore, making the best of what cannot be helped, set down for the 
benefit of. intending excursionists a few observations which I made during 
arecent visit to Llandudno—a watering place which would be charming 
ifit were not for the visitors, 

The people who swell the population of the town between the two Orme’s 
Heads during the summer consist of four if not five distinct classes. 
First, there is the tripper or day excursionist, who comes over by steamer 
from Blackpool or Liverpool, or by train from some town not far away, 
and returns in the evening. Then there are the people who come down to 
spend a ‘“weék-end,” generally from Friday night to Monday morning. 
Thirdly, we have the people who come for a fortnight, and, fourthly, those 
who come to stay a month. To be precise, we may make another class 
out of those whose stay is three weeks in duration, though they are com- 
parstively few in number. The day tripper is to be known at a glance, 
by many signs which all who have once seen him or her will at once 
derstand. The week-enders are also known because they generally 
stop at a hotel, and manifest an insane desire to “do something” 
during their stay, and never sit down calmly or promenade peacefully. The 
two-or-three-week people are chiefly known by living in some of the business 
thoroughfares, and the great people who are stopping a month make them- 
wlves known principally from the fact of their residing in the “ swell’ houses 
fronting the bay. Now, of course, they are all very good people after 
their kind, though the kind is nota good one, and it is very amusing to 
watch their habits in the open air. It might be supposed that people who 
live in 0 small a place for weeks together and see each other almost every 
hour of the day would strike up some sort of temporary acquaintanceship, 
{or purposes of common enjoyment. Nothing of the sort. The people 
vho stop a month do occasionally get the length of bowing to each other, 
if they have not been previously acquainted, and in rare instances they 
may even speak. But they do not recognise those who stop three or two 
Yeeks, except by an ineffable glance which says as plainly as possible, 
“Really, it is time you poor people went away!” Neither the four, three, 
ot two week people will have anything to do with the week-ender, and, as 
lor the trippers, they are by!all absolutely ignored, when they are not 
aered at for their impertinence in coming between the sea breeze and the 
whility whose purse rans to a month’s stay. So you walk up and down 
the parade during the portion of the day when you are not too listless to 
move : nobody speaks to you, and you epeak to nobody, except, of course, 

who may have come with you, or unless you mect some male 
Persons at the billiard-room. The pretty young girls have nothing to 
do but walk about and listen to the band in the evening, and take sidelong 
glances at the young men who are engaged in the same occupation. The 
older men sometimes look inquiringly when they meet another man of 
their own age, and evidently long to know each other and exchange views 
e the Eastern Question, in order to relieve the monotony of their 
stence ; in short, everybody seems as if they would like to have a chat 
vith someone they don't know; everybody likewise tries to conceal, 
"would deny, the fact, and nobody ever does speak to anybody 
» BO matter how long they may be in the place at the same time,

But the intending visitor whom I may be addressing may say that he 
cares for none of these conventional restraints, and that if no one will 
speak to him he will just enjoy himself in his own fashion. Willhe? Let 
him try it. Ifhe likes to climb up the Great Orme’s Head, or go away 
into the country, he may take liberties, but the strongest-minded man in 
the world, even Thomas Carlyle himself, would not dare to ‘infriage long 
the unwritten Draconian laws which govern the Parade.. Togo out witli- 
out a collar or necktie in the éyehing because it is so hot is not only low, 
it is positively disgusting. To smoke a clay pipé, because you find a clay 
the sweetest, is treason, and to make a cockshy on the beach and sit down 
to throw stones at it, or to eat sandwithes in the crowd round the band 
stand, is a crime which merits instant expulsion from the place. No, you 
can’t do as you like. You have to do as other people like, and they 
are all doing what they don’t like. The trippers may gather round the 
nigger minstrels, or cry “ encore” to the band, or loll on the grass, or take 
sups ont of pocket bottles when thirsty, but this is not tolerated, it is 
simply endured. It is well understood that the tripper belongs to another 
species of beings altogether. He is the Yahoo of fashionable watering- 
places, and, fortunately, relieves the monthly and fortnightly people of 
the necessity of expelling him by taking himself off in the evening. But 
even the week-ender dares not do these things, much less the three-weeks’ 
man, who would soon be frozen to deathin midsummer by the icy glances 
of respectability. If his notion of enjoyment is so vulgar as this, he had 
better be off to the public-house at the the top of Great Orme’s Head, or go 
to Bettws-y-Coed, where he can drink beer at the Royal Oak, and lodk at 
the picture which David Cox painted there for a signboard, or walk out a 
a few miles to the Swallow Falls, where the landlady of the hotel and her 
three charming daughters will give him a real Welsh welcome, and will 
talk to him in French, Welsh, or English, provided the British tourist in 
him is not too obtrusive. Here he can actually take off his coat and sit 
down to lunch at a table decorated with fragrant honeysuckle, and ferns, 
and wild roses, gathered by the fair hands of the aforesaid daughters in 
the early morning. But at Llandudno it is different. The great thing 
there is to act—as far as possible under somewhat altered conditions— 
with about exactly twice tke propriety that one would think of doing in 
Manchester or London, unless you wish to be put down as a tripper who 
has managed to get two or turee weeks, when nature obyiqugly never 
intended him to have more than a day. The average visitor falla inte 
the ways in a short time, and gets up in the night to argue that he really 
must, on the whole, be enjoying himself; the man of stronger mind 
succumbs to the strain and goes back, convinced that he hasn't enjoyed 
himself; and the man of a heroic mould goes to Snowdon, or Capel 
Curig, or Bettws, or to the Swallow Falls, where, if he doesn’t enjoy 
himself, it is because, though he thought himself a hero, ho finds that he 
is, after all, only a British tourist.

GP nore don’t require to be told that in the hands of many persons— 
Y owners, trainers, and jockeys—horse-racing is a huge fraud. This 

has been proved once again by a case heard in Malton County Court. 
Joseph Rugg, horse trainer and jockey, sued Richard Barker for £32. 19%., 
for riding Number One, Macenas, The Cloud, and Ritualist, at York, 
Redcar, Hawick, Scarborough, and Bromley meetings. The plaintiff said 
he was to ride Number One at York Ebor, 1876. Before the race Barker 
told him to give the horse a bucket of water and get blood daubed on his 
nostrils to make people believe the animal had broken a bloodvessel. He 
gave Number One the bucket of water and then rode Maccnas, which 
won, and Barker said he would give him £10 for that. At Scarborough 
races he was just mounting Number One for a hurdle race, when the defender 
said he would not want him to run, and gave witness a pair of pincers, 
telling him to pull the nails out of the horse’s shoes. Rugg did so. 
Plaintiff was to be paid the same as if the horse won. At Redcar meeting 
last year witness rode Number One, and was told by Barker not to let 
him win, and he did not. It was not the horse’s fault. He was again to be 
paid the same as if he won. The Hawick and Bromley races were “ fait 
ones.” The judge, like every other simple man, was made very indignant 
by these nice revelations. He would not allow Rugg anything for riding 
as it was all a swindle; but he would give him £5 to cover his expense 
in going about with the horses.

THE TRUE HISTORY OF THE ANGLO-TURKISH 
ALLIANCE. 


SECRET TREATIES AT THE CONGRESS. 





[FROM OUR ENVOY EXTRAORDINARY. }

“D) the real meanizig and object of the Convention between England and 

Turkey, and to make public some details of the measures which 
accompany it. I sent you a brief but sufficiently explicit account by 
telegraph last woek, in order that you might be the first journal in Europe 
to give this momentous news to the world. Its startling nature, no 
doubt, induced you to doubt its genuiness, or you perhaps withheld it 
because you did not want to anticipate the disclosures the Government 
will make at the proper time.* I cannot help thinking, however, that 
your reticence was unfortunate, for there was, and could be, no possible 
doubt about the accuracy of my statements, for I was present at the 
secret sitting when the negotiations were concluded, 

There were present only Bismarck, Beaconsfield, Gortschakoff, Andrassy, 
and myself. France, Italy, and Turkey were not admitted to confidence, 
and knew nothing of the meeting. In one sense, I was not admitted to 
the confidence of the four delegates, but I enjoyed their confidence never- 
theless ; but how I contrived it, and where I was secreted I cannot at

Prince Bismarck was the first to speak. He congratulated the others 
that the Congress hoax (zum besten haben) need not be regarded now 
that they were together in private. They might now drop all humbug 
(blauer dunst), and come seriously to business. He understood that 
Lord Beaconsfield would acquaint them with the action which England 
proposed to take in Asia Minor. 

Lord Beaconsfield said he heard his name mentioned ; but as he was 
not so familiar with spoken German as he used to be, he did not quite 
catch the drift of Prince Bismarck’s remarks. 

Count Andrassy briefly translated into English their substance, 

Lord Beaconsfield said he thought there was little need to,make § long 
explanation, as he had already made a statement to the Chancellors of 
Germany and Russia, and Count Andrassy was not interested in the 
matters The point they were all agreed upon was that it was all over 
with Turkey, and the only thing they could do was to equitably divide 
the spoil. That could not be openly declared at present, for the English 
people were very stupidly attached to their old ideas. He should, how. 
ever, be able to “ educate ’’ them to the acceptance of the view he and 
his illustrious friends had arrived at ; and until he did he ventured to ex. 
press a hope that his friends would be discreet. For the present it was 
understood Russia would be satisfied with the ratification Congress had 
given to the San Stefano Treaty. This Russia admitted to be a great and 
substantial advantage, and in return for it she gave her sanction to 
the British plan for annéxing Cyprus and protecting Asia Minor. This left 
the Ottoman Porte in possession of a portion only of Roumelia, Egypt, anda 
few islands, and reduced her territories to a size which made it possible 
to preserve the integrity of Turkey forsome years to come. Thus Rubiia 
was satisfied ; he, on behalf of England, was satisfied—that is to say, for 
the present ; Austria received her share of the plunder in Bosnia and 
Herzegovina ; and the only questions now were as to the compensation 
the German Empire claimed, and whether France might not ask to be 
admitted to the benefits that would follow from this re-adjustment o 
territories. 

Priuce Bismarck said his distinguished colleague had not referred to 
Italy. 

Lord Beaconsfield said if Italy required Tunis or Tripoli, the Govern- 
ment of Her Britannic Majesty would raise no objection to her taking them, 
though France might object to so near an approach to her possessions in’ 
Algiers. If she desired Trieste and the east coast of the Adriatic or the 
Trentine territory, why that was a matter which she might be left to 
arrange with Austro-Hungary. 

Count Andrassy said that his Imperial Master would never consent. to 
yield a stone of his fortresses or an inch of his territory, and could not 
approve of any further aggrandisement of the Kingdom of Italy. No 
Austrian interest would be involved in the cession of Belgium to France, 
and if that were approved of by the Powers they represeated, he believed 
that his Government would offer no objection. 

Prince Bismarck, after remarking that they seemed to be wasting time in 
discussing a cut-and-dried scheme for the redistribution of the balance of 
power, went on to say that he had expected greater frankness from his 
distinguished colleague, the British Plenipotentiary. The arrangement 
made between himself and the noble Earl was not now open to modifica- 
tion. He had pointed out to the noble Earl that the Congress had 
definitely set aside all old-standing treaty obligations, and that the Con- 
vention made between England and Turkey justified the other Powers in 
setting aside the international arrangements which interfered with the 
legitmate interests or hindered the historical development of the Europeaa 
States. With that statement he understood the noble Earl to agree. 

Lord Beaconsfield said he could not possibly disagree with a sentiment 
of which Her Majesty’s Government had just given so striking an illus- 
tration in Asia Minor. 

Prince Bismarck said that admission reduced the whole question to 4 
nutshell. He was perfectly indifferent as regards Asia Minor. If England 
and Russia came to terms, they might divide Asiatic Turkey between 
them. He could not sanction an appropriation of territories belonging to 
the Austro-Hungarian Empire to any other power. The greater the 





additions made to the dominions of Austria, the more varied the 
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nationalities under her rule, the more he would be pleased, for reasons 
be would ‘not then explain. Italy, however, had to be considered. He 
would give her Tunis and Tripoli. To induce France to look favourably 
npon that transfer he would cordially approve of a treaty ceding 
Belgium to France, and as France would then be a greater gainer than 
Italy, the transaction might be balanced by the cession of Nice and Savoy 
to their natural fatherland, the kingdom of Italy. 

Prince Gortschakoff: But, Highness, do you ask no compensation ? 

Prince Bismarck said he was coming to that. The changes he had 
mentioned had commended themselves to Lord Beaconsfield, and were 
indeed among the natural consequences of the action the Government of 
Her Britannic Majesty had just. taken, With regard to Germany she was 
modest. She did not want to annex an island or protect a Continent. She 
bad no ambition to extend her rule over alien peoples. All she wanted 
vasa port on the Atlantic, and) she would gain that by realising the 
aspirations of all true Dutchmen, and taking the Netherlands under her 
humane and beneficent sway.. The people of Holland were prepared for 
such a reformation. Their king had disgusted them by marrying a ballet- 
girl. The heir-apparent had expatriated himself, and lived in heedless 
jasury in Paris, Germany was ready to welcome its interesting neigh- 
pours, and he was pleased to think that his noble and illustrious friend the 
British Premier, was of the same mind as himself, that the Protecting 
Treaties, under which the Netherlands and Belgium existed, had no 
permanent value. His eminent friend, had said, indeed, ‘‘ There is no 
finality in anything,” and he (Prince Bismarck) could not see how his 
very brilliant colleagne could come to any other conclusion after the 
events which had been consummated that week, 

Lord Beaconsfield said he was in entire accord with his far-sighted and 
illustrious colleague, and had only to say that he was deeply moved— 
moved to a depth which his, poor language would not adequately allow 
him to degcribe—by the generous but altogether undeserved references 
made to his own humble talents, which at this important crisis of the 
world’s history he would crave the liberty of saying had always been 
devoted to the interests of his gracious sovereign and himself. 

An exceedingly dramatic incident followed. Prince Gortschakoff said 
he was authorised by his august master, who was desirous of attesting 
his appreciation of Lord Beaconsfield’s remarkable genius, to invest the 
noble Lord with the Most Noble and Ilustrious Order of the Isle of Crete, 
which was established in commemoration of that Cretan virtue of which 
the noble Lord was one of the most conspicuous exponents. 

Some friendly talk about Cyprus followed, and Lord Beaconsfield was 
especially felicitous in his remarks. Two of his mots are worth preserving 
by the side of the best of Talleyrand’s. When asked why his Ministry had 
selected Cyprus instead of Mitylene, he said, playfully nudging Prince 
Gortschakoff in the ribs, ‘‘ You have surely heard, Highness, of our 
famous legal principle ? Asia Minor is a trust of ours, and as we could not 
get Mitylene we had to apply the Cy-prés rule.” And again, when 
Andrassy asked whether the Oypriotes would not be harder to control 
than the Bosniacs, he made every delegate roar by saying that England 
would rule generously and was sure of re-Cyprus-ity. 

Iam just about to dress for a State Banquet, at which all the Pleni- 
polentiaries will be present, and have only time to add that I learn from 
the highest and best possible source, that in recognition of the Asia Minor 
transaction the Earl of Beaconsfield is to be created Prince of Judah.

THE LAST SURPRISE, 


CO FTER having been in the hands of Turkey some three centuries, the 
Island of Cyprus now passes into the hands of England. (Cyprus, 
no doubt, is in many ways @ desirable place for us to have ;-but; we 

like not the manner of our getting it. Turkey got it by treachery ‘and 
massacre at first, and has ever since governed it as with a rod of iron 
Sixty thousand Turks, under Selim IT., landed on the island, and, though 
Nicosia and Famagosta made a brave resistance, the place was reduced in 
little more than a year. The capture of Famagosta was characterised by 
one of those outrages that have too frequently marked the progress of the 
Turk, It surrendered only on redeiving honourable terms of capitulation. 
But these were shamefully violated, and the brave Governor—Bragadino— 
was put to death with the most cruel torments. Since that time Cyprus 
has been in the hands of the Turks, and the blighting influence of Turkish 
rule has produced its usual result—a continual decline in prosperity, 
broken only by fitful revolts and wholesale massacres. England now 
secures possession of the island by stratagem. Onr rule will doubtless be 
a great improvement upon the rule of the Turks; but we pay dearly for 
Cyprus when, in return, we become the ally of Turkey and pledge ourselves 
to bolster up the tottering throne of the Sultan, ‘ Lord Béaconsfield,” 
says one of the few daily papers (the Scotsman) that really seem to have 
their eyes open to what is going on in the East—“ Lord Beaconsfield by 
this act commits the country to certain heavy expenditure, to enormous 
responsibilities, to the danger of war—and he never asks Parliament 
whether it desires such a step to be taken. If that is not personal 
government, what is? Of what use is Parliament if it is to be set 
aside in such a fashion, and the credit and strength of the country 
pledged without ever being consulted? Where is such a policy to 
stop? If a protectorate over Asiatic Turkey may be assumed, may 
not any bankrupt and ill-governed State be seized? The policy is 
as mischievous constitutionally as it is injurious to the national strength. 
Who is to pay the cost of all that will be done in Cyprus? The Con- 
vention does not provide for the maintenance of our troops in the island 
How is our responsibitity in the management of Asia Minor to be 
guarded? Parliament cannot keep the matter closely in hand; it has 
already far more to do, or attempts to do far more, than it can accomplish. 
The nation is strong in proportion as it concentrates its energies and 
looks after its own proper business ; it cannot be strengthened by scattering 
those energies and undertaking the care of a Government which is self- 
condemned. Yet this is what the Anglo-Turkish Convention proposes. 
It is in many fespects the worst of the tricks which Lord Beaconsfield has 
played, for it provides a store of future troubles for us. With such a 
Convention in force, there can be no security for peace. To say 
nothing of objections from France and Italy which may still be 
heard, it lays up in other directions the materials for a mighty conflagra- 
tion; while the conviction must force itself upon most people that in no 
way do we gain any advantage. India is made no safer, but peace is 
endangered ; and it is no consolation or compensation that the country 
has, or may have, the knowledge that the mischief is done because we 
have a Premier who delights in what is glittering, without the loast regard 
to what is gold.” If we wanted or needed Cyprus, it would have been 
better to have paid down so much money for it rather than to have 
received it on the hateful condition that we should continue to be the 
friend and protector of the Turk.
